Claims 25, 26 and 29-44 remain at issue and are present for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The rejection of claims 42-45 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement is hereby withdrawn based upon the 
decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences rendered on 2/29/201 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The rejection of claims 25, 26 and 29-41 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Rao et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,361 ,996 B1) is hereby withdrawn based upon the decision of the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences rendered on 2/29/201 1 .
